SUB.ECT: CERTAIN NOTICES TO BE GIVEN IN LONG INCAPACITY CASES 

In all cases where the injury occurred between August 15, 1946 and January 15, 
1959 and incapacity compensation has been paid to the amount of $9,000. under 
either Sections 34 or 35 or both of General Laws (Ter. Ed.) Chapter 152, Insurers, 
Self-Insurers, and all pUblic units are hereafter required to inform the Division 
immecij.atelyo 

In all cases where the injury occurred between January 15, 1959 and December 7, 
1959 and incapacity compensation has been paid to the amount of $9,000. under 
Section 34, and $ll,OOO. under Sections 34 and 35 of the General Laws (Ter. Ed.) 
Chapter 152, Insurers, Self-Insurers, and all public units are hereatter required 
to inform the Division immediately. 

In all cases where the injury occurred between December 7, 1959 and August 29, 
1961 and the incapacity compensation has been paid to the amount of $13,000. under 
Section 34 or $1.4,000. under Sections 34 and 35 of the General Laws (Ter. Ed.) 
Chapter 152, Insurers, Self-Insurers, and all public un1ts are hereatter required 
to inform the Division immediatelY'. 

In all cases where the injur,y occurred on or atter August 29, 1961 and . 
incapacity compensation has been paid to the amount of $14,000. under Section 34 
or $16,000. under Sections 34 and 35 of the General Laws (Ter. Ed.) Chapter 152, 
Insurers, Self-Insurers, and all pUblic units are hereafter required to inform 
the Division immediately. 

Copies ot medical reports not earlier filed with the Division must accompany 
each notice, together with the address of the employee. All such notices shall 
be directed to the attention of .the Investigation Section. 

This is an important requirement and insurers should arrange their procedure 
to make certain that notification is given promptly in all such cases.
